Ll. <Intornational Relicf Committec 


a. The IRC was ostablished 7 Decomber 1945 on orders of the 
Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers to carry out a program of 
rolica’ to needly foreign nationels. At thet time, they were ordcrod to 
assume the custody of relicf supnlies which consisted of survlus air 
crop ed POW supplies, siezed cnemy sumplies and such other non-militery 


supvlies which might later be made available to the IRC. The Amcrican 
National Rod Cross later made available clothing and other rolicf 
supplios +9 ane IRC. 


bd. Initial policies ae that. none of theso suonlics would 
be distributed to enybody except United Nations Nationals, Noutral 
Nationals and Stateless Persons. Lator, as the nceds of tho above 
netioneals were fillod, it became apoarent thet some rolaxation of tho 
original policy wes nocossary. Subscquontly, instructions hevo Dbd..on 
issucd the IRC through the Eighth Army that apvroximatoly 20% of tho 
clothing now held by the IRC can be distributed to onomy nationels 
basoa sololy upon ectual need and current social procedure, 


c, Under paragraph b above, it thoreby bocomes possible. to 
pid end assist some forcign nationals who havo marricé axis nationals 
for 2 numbor of ycars and at present are unable to provide themselves 
with the daily necessitics of life and wolfare, 


2, LARA (Liconsed Agencics for Relief in Asia), 


a. LARA was orgenized 25 June 1946 whon Rov. M. J, McKillop 
and Miss Usthor Rhoads arrived in Jepan to take ovor the orgenization 
Ber eietrinukton functions of this organization, 


bd. The purpose of this orgenization is for the Amcricen 
pooplc to have a single ageney whoroin they could ship reliof supplies 
to Jenen and Asia for the Japancse poople. 


ec. Tho distribution is handled through a centrel committco 
composca of rovrosentstives from the VYelfare Ministry, church or- 
ganizations, end individuals interested in welfare mettors. The
